In exercise of the powers conferred by section 42 of 
the Warehousing Corporation Act, 1962 (Central Act 58 of 
1962), and with the previous sanction of the Government 
of Kerala, the Kerala State Warehousing Corporation 
hereby makes the following Regulations further to amend 
the Kerala State Warehousing Corporation General and 
Staff Regulations, 1963 published in Part IV of Kerala 
Gazette No. 25 dated 23rd June 1964, namely:— 

REGULATIONS 

1. Short title and commencement. —(1) These 
Regulations may be called the Kerala State Warehousing 
Corporation Staff (Amendment) Regulations, 2014. 


(2) They shall come into effect from 21st 
August, 2012. 

2. Amendment to the Regulations .— In the Kerala 
State Warehousing Corporation General and Staff 
Regulations, 1963, for regulation 9, the following 
regulation shall be substituted, namely:— 

“9. Period of Probation. — Every employee other 
than a person on deputation from the Central or State 
Government or any other Government Institution shall 
undergo a period of probation of one year.”

Explanatory Note 


(This does not form part of the notification but is 
intended to indicate its general purport.) 


As per Chapter II regulation 9, Kerala State 
Warehousing Corporation General and Staff Regulations, 
1963, employees other than a person on deputation from 
the Central or State Government or any Government 
Institution shall undergo a period of probation of one 
year, provided that the period of probation may be 
extended or relaxed at the discretion of the Managing 
Director. 

Vide Resolution No. 2915 of Board of Directors 
meeting held on 21-8-2012, the Board of Directors 
resolved to amend Chapter II regulation 9 of Kerala State 
Warehousing Corporation General and Staff Regulations, 
1963 to withdraw the powers delegated to the Managing 
Director to declare the probation prematurely and retain 
the period of probation as one year. 

This notification is intended to achieve the above 
purpose.
